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YANGTZE WILL STAY CLOSED! ,, 
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Army-Navy Communique Says River Will Be 
- Opened Only After China Is Conquered .

SHANGHAI, Nov. 29.—Japan’s 
armed forces served notice tonight 
that the great Yangtze River, Chi- 
na’s main trade artery, would re- 
main closed to all but Japanese 
shipping until China is conquered 
and reconstructed under Japanese 
control. 
A joint army and navy com- 
munique indicated that protests of 
foreign Powers, chiefly the United 
States, Britain and France, against 
the closing of the river to their 
commerce, would be unavailing. ~ 
The fighting service said this sit- 
uation would be continued until the 
Government of Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek is destroyed and 
peace and order restored in China 
in accordance with Japan’s plans 
for the new order in the Far East. 
The Yangtze has been closed to 
foreign merchant shipping since the 
Japanese drive up the river be- 
gan more than a year ago. The 
Japanese now hold the river to a 
point above Hankow, some 600 
miles from the sea. 5 
The communique was sent to the 
American, British, French and 
Italian naval commanders in China 
waters by Admiral Koshiro Oikawa, 
commander of Japan's China squad- 
ron. It expressed a desire that nor- 
mal conditions might be restored 


on the Yangtze but emphasized that 
the river must remain closed to 
them until military operations are 
ended successfully and Japan's ob- 
yt in China are attained,

were no armed guards there, 

Dr. Grogan said he was positive

Rynkowski was found sane sev- 
eral weeks after he entered the 
sanitarium, but the finding did not 
affect hig status in the institution, 
since he was there by order of Cir- 
cuit Court. 

Objected to Prisoner. 

When Lane was committed to the 
sanitarium for observation, Oct. 11, 
Dr. Grogan wrote to Circuit Attor- 
ney Miller, protesting against the 
commitment, on the ground the in- 
stitution had no facilities for the 
safe custody of prisoners. He point- 
ed out that Lane was the first pris- 
oner sent to the sanitarium by oth- 
er than a jury verdict since Jan. 3, 
when the Circuit Attorney had re- 
quested the Circuit Judges to send 
such prisoners to the City Jail rath- 
er than the sanitarium. 

Miller said Assistant Circuit At- 
torney Robert Y. Woodward had 
replied to Dr. Grogan, asserting hé 
did not anticipate Lane would at- 
tempt to escape. The Circuit At- 
torney, added that the decision to 
send Lane to the sanitarium for 
observation followed a disagree- 
ment betwen psychiatrists over 
Lane’s sanity. .

Some British and Other 
Foreign Firms May Re- 
sist Paying for Damage 
Done by Rioters. 


COMMOTION CLAUSE. 
NOT IN POLICIES 


Jewish Leaders Hopeful 


Roosevelt Will Take 
First Step to Aid Op- 
pressed in Germany. 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Nov. 29:-—German in- 


surance companies presented claims 
today to foreign underwriters for 
damages done Jewish property dur- 
ing the anti-Semitic violence Nov. 
10. Thus the question of who is to 
pay for the burned synagogues, 
smashed windows and looted stores 
became international. 

Jews themselves have been or- 
dered to repair the damages, but 
the Government has seized all in- 
surance claims, to be applied on a 
$400,000,009 punitive levy on Jews 
for the killing of the diplomat, 
Ernst vom Rath, by a Jewish boy 
in Paris, and is, forcing its own in- 
surance com es to pay. 

Loss Put at $520,000,000. 

One Rhineland insurance broker 
estimated the total loss occasioned 
by what Popaganda Minister Paul 
Joseph Goebbels called “spontane- 
ous demonstrations” at 1,300,000,000 
marks ($520,000,00) of which he 
said he believed about half was cov- 
ered by insurance. 

A Berlin broker, however, ex- 
pressed belief these figures were 


too high. He said he had figures to 
show that insurance claims arising 
from the Nov. 10 violence would 
amount to 500,000,000 marks (5200, 
000,000). 


Responsible Jews estimated that 
520 synogogues were burned or de- 


molished the night of Nov. 9-10. Re- 


liable insurance brokers said some 
of these were worth millions of 
marks. The largest one in Berlin, 
for example, was valued at 2,500,000 


marks ($1,000,000). Vienna, Munich, 
Breslau and other cities also had 
costly Jewish temples, the brokers 
said. 

In addition there was heavy dam- 
age to Jewish shops and homes. In 
some hòmes costly works of art ana 
antique furniture, which were de- 
stroyed, represented large values in 
money. 

Nearly all large German insur- 
ance companies carry foreign re- 
insurance and therefore presented 
claims to British and other foreign 
companies which had this reinsur- 
ance. The claims were based on the 
grounds that “civil commotion” oc- 
curred in Germany. 

A secret police order today for- 
bade Jews to appear publicly on the 
“day of national solidarity” Dec. 3, 
when Government and Nazi party 
officials collect money on streets 
for the winter relief fund. 


Resistance to Claims, 


It was learned some foreign com- 
panies would refuse to pay the re- 
insurance claims because the “civil 
commotion” clause was struck out 
of contracts by Germans them- 
selves, who had argued such devel- 
opments were impossible in an au- 
thoritarian state. 

Other firms, it was understood, 
planned to reply that they would 
prove the Nov. 10 outbursts were 
organized with the connivance of 
the Government and therefore rep- 
resented an act of sovereignty not 
covered by the insurance clause. 

It was said some foreign under- 
writers would offer to prove police 
and fire departments were remiss 
in not protecting the attacked build- 
ings. On the assumption of such 
protection, they argued, the insur- 
ance was issued. .

TWO PLEAD GUILTY 
AT WATERBURY TRIAL 


26, Including Mayor, Accused 
of Conspiracy to Defraud 
Connecticut City.

WATERBURY, Conn., Nov. 29.— 
Two defendants pleaded guilty to- 
day when 26 men, including Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Frank Hayes, who 
also is Mayor of Waterbury, went 
on trial in Superior Court on con- 
spiracy charges, accused of hav- 
ing defrauded this city of more 
than $1,000,000. Another defendant 
changed a previous plea of not 
guilty to no contest. 

Those pleading guilty were Harry 
MacKenzie of Bethel, 54-year-old 
former Fairfield County Republican 
leader, and Edward G. Levy, a New 
Haven lawyer. Timothy Horgan, city 
hall superintendent, entered the 
no contest plea. : 

Levy previously had pleaded not 
guilty as did all the other defend- 
ants when they were arraigned last 
July. MacKenzie, ill at that time 
and not arraigned, was the only 
one who had not entered a plea be- 
fore today. 

Defense counse] numbered 14 and 
the prosecution staff, headed by 
Special Prosecutor Hugh M. Alcorn, 
brought the legal array to nearly 
20. 

A special grand jury in a volu- 
minous report last May charged 
that during the eight-year adminis- 
tration of Hayes as Mayor, a group 
defrauded the city by paying or re- 
ceiving excessive fees for certain 
services, by authorizing needless 
services and by paying or receiving 
money for services never rendered. 

Among the defendants were a 
number of city officials in addition 
to Mayor Hayes, men prominent in 
the Democratic and Republican 
parties of the State, several ac- 
countants and a banker. 

The selection of the jury was ex- 
pected to take some time, some ob- 
servers believing it might require 
three weeks or more, as each side 
will have 200 challenges.

He said after his capture, which 
was brought about when a clerk 
stepped on an alarm signal, that 
he was seeking “Christmas money.” 

Rynkowski is 31 years old, 5 feet 
7 inches tall, weighs 156 pounds 
and has dark brown hair and gray 
eyes. In addition to a hat and top- 
coat, he wore a blue sweater, dark 
trousers and black shoes. 

Killer Under Observation. 

Lane, a CIO steel worker, was in- 
dicted with three other steel work- 
ers in the killing of Raymond Coyle, 
non-union employe of the Crunden- 
Martin Manufacturing Co., Oct. 21, 
1937. Coyle was beaten to death as 
he left the plant, and Lane, who suf- 
fered a head injury in a subsequent 
brawl, named John Hurshman and 
James Kuhlemeyer as having par- 
ticipated with him in the assault 
on Coyle. Lane signed a statement 
that Sylvester Woods, a CIO organ- 
izer, paid him $10 for beating Coyle, 
who died of a broken neck, 

Counsel for Woods, Hurshman 
and Kuhlemeyer filed a motion to 
quash the indictment against them 
on the ground that Lane is insane. 
Lane was examined by two psychi- 
atrists, Dr. Sassin for the State and 
Dr. Francis M. Barnes Jr. for the 
defense. The former found him 
sane, the latter insane. In June 
Judge Scott ordered the prisoner to 
the sanitarium for observation, but 
the order was not executed until 
Oct. 11. Leonard Reyburn, clerk in 
Judge Scott's court, explained he 
had failed to carry out the order 
through an oversight. 

Record Not Made. 

Although Lane has been in cus- 
tody since Oct. 24, 1937, he was not 
photographed or fingerprinted by 
police, it developed today. Chief 
of Detectives John J. Carroll told 
reporters the failure resulted from 
the fact that Lane had a fractured 
skull, sufiered in a street fight, 
when officers went to his home 
to arrest him in the Coyle investi- 
gation. He was taken to City Hos- 
pital for treatment and later was 
transferred to the city jail with- 
out having his fingerprints or like- 
ness recorded. 

Lane, 36 years old, is 5 feet 11 
inches tall, weighs 160 pounds and 
has browr hair and gray eyes. He 
wore a white shirt and dark trous- 
ers last night.

Tulsa, Ok., and Charles- 
ton, S.] C. went well over quotas 
of $40,000 and $8000 respectively. 
Bayonne, N. J., with a $15,000 goal, 
raised $26,000. Schenectady, N. T., 
hit $27,000—an excess of $2000.

The indictment was contained in 


a summary of a three-year study 
of the New York State education 
system by 200 specialiste. Among 
them were seven college presidents 
and 30 educators of national repu- 
tation. 

Reporting on the findings, Dr.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Nov. 29.— Dancing legs and a left jab that 
carried little authority except to stave off his foe won Billy Conn of 
Pittsburgh a decision last hight over Solly Krieger of New York, the 
National Boxing Association’s newly crowned middleweight champion, 


in a 12-round non-title bout. 


Krieger, fighting his first contest 
since taking the title from Al 
Hostak in Seattle, pursued the 
elusive Conn to all corners of the 
ring, but only once, in the furious 
eleventh, did he catch up and have 
the Pittsburgh fighter in trouble.

They have 
little opportunity to remain long 
in any one place and thus familiar- 
ize themselves with military work 
in those countries, 

The War Department wants to 
increase the number of attaches 80 
that no single officer will have to 
visit more than two countries. 

A special mission of military and 
naval officers will go soon to Co- 
lombia to advise that nation’s War 
Department on defense problems. 
Requests from some other coun- 
tries are expected to be granted 
soon, 

Similar missions now are on duty 
in Argentina, Brazil, Peru, Haiti 
and Guatemala. Two Agentine na- 
val officers are taking advanced 
courses at the Annapolis Naval 
Academy, and two. Brazilian offi- 
cers are receiving training at the 
naval air station at Pensacola, Fla. 

Three Ecuadoreans attend West 
Point, and a Nicaraguan is receiv- 
ing training at Randolph Field. Nu-

The Dies committee does little or no investi- 
gation of facts on its own account. The La 
Follette committee investigates charges by its 
agents before bringing matters to hearing. 

The Dies procedure is that of a loose grand 
jury, publicly sifting hearsay evidence, looking 
perhaps to a preliminary indictment. La Fol- 
lette procedure is more like a normal court- 
room, where both sides are heard. 


Americans have no patience with such subversive 
activities as are being carried on here.

‘JUDGE BARRETT CHARGES A GRAND JURY. 

Just as it was refreshing to see the politicians 
ignored in the choice of the present grand jury in 
St. Louis County, so it is heartening to read the 
charge of Circuit Judge Peter T. Barrett to its 
members. No evasion. No fireworks. Simply a mat- 
ter-of-fact, layman’s statement of what the grand 
jury has before it—a charge grounded in an old- 
school honesty and belief that law should be re- 
spected and that those who flout it should be brought 
to book, whether they be low or high.

Utility companies can 
operate only through human agency, he continues; 
knowledge on the part of its agent is knowledge on 
the part of the corporation. If persons who install 
‘the phones are of ordinary intelligence, they know 
the uses to Which they are put. Law violation is to 
be followed by indictment. 

What if the jurors find evidence of violation of 
the law and yet doubt that a petit jury would find 
the utility guilty? Does that end their responsibil- 
ity? Not at all. Then the jurors shall make a rec- 
ommendation as to instituting quo warranto pro- 
ceedings to “oust any such corporation for any vio- 
lation.”

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THE T V 4 AUDIT. 
We are waiting to see what reply the Tennessee 


General Richard N. Elliott’s charge that the agency 
withheld records essential for an audit of its books. 
Mr. Elliott charges that the TVA at first refused to 
submit its records for inspection, taking the post- 
tion that it was exempt from the general law re- 
quiring an audit of the affairs of all Government 
agencies by the Comptroller-General’s office. The 
TVA has now abandoned this position, he continues, 
but still has submitted records making possible the 
approval of disbursements of only 312.000, 000 out of 
a total expenditure of more than $18,000,000.

Defense of the Panama Canal 


As vital link between nation’s marine frontiers, Canal Tone is of great strategic im- 
portance, military expert says; discounts chance of mass or surprise attack because 
of location and present precautions; locks and dams could be disabled by lucky hits, 
however; writer urges more anti-aircraft guns, harbor defense troops and planes.

HE defense of our outlying possessions 

centers around. two major points: Pan- 

ama and Hawaii. Panama is the more 
important, as commanding the vital link be- 
tween our two maritime frontiers. 

Its situation is remote from the bases of 
any possible enemy. There are, it is true, 
Euro ions in the Caribbean Sea, 
but it is impossible to conceive the collection 
there of so formidable an armament as 
would be required for an attack in force on 
Panama, under our very noses and within 
air range of our own bases in that area. 

A base for an attack on Panama must 
therefore be obtained in the territory of 
some Latin American Power within a reas- 
onable distance; and here again one can- 
not imagine such a thing being done with- 
out our obtaining ample notice, 

An attack could have but one object— 
denial of the use of the canal by our navy 
and shipping. The most vulnerable points 
of the canal are the locks, six in number, 
They are massive concrete structures, with 
elaborate system of culverts and valves, 
and steel gates weighing hundreds of tons. 

To disable a lock from the air, one of two 
things is required: either a sufficiently 
powerful concentration of heavy bombs to 
produce a general demolition effect, or di- 
rect hits on the gates. The first method 
would demand a large number of bombs, 
since concrete structures are not easily 
damaged by exferior, untamped explosions; 
the second would equally require a large 
number, since the chance of scoring a di- 
rect hit on the upper surface of a gate 


(only 67 by 7 feet) is not high. 


Another vulnerable point is the spillway 
dam, which holds back the waters of Gatun 
Lake. This has 14 small gates, about 19 
feet wide, upheld by a series of 13 concrete 
pillars about 10 feet square. If a sufficient 
number of these gates were destroyed, the 
water level of the lake would be lowered 
and the canal might run ary. 
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Air attack success demands either a heavy 
concentration, or a number of direct hits on 
very small targets. This disposes of the at- 
tack on a small scale, which would have 
little chance of success, would more likely 
serve merely to put us on our guard against 
the enemy's greater purposes, 

A large air base could hardly be estab- 
lished secretly within striking distance of 
the canal. It may be concluded that an at- 
tack on the canal must come from carriers, 
approaching stealthily within range. 

Approach undetected from either side 
would, however, be very difficult, as the ca- 
nal is a great focal point of maritime traf- 
fic, Any Ameri 
saw a foreign 
report her immediately; so, in all probabil- 
ity, would a “neutral” skipper, who would 
be primarily interested in maintaining the 
free traffic of the great interoceanic water- 
Surprise therefore becomes very dif- 
if not impossible, and without sur- 
prise the attack is foredoomed*to failure.

The terrain of approach, while affording a 
good deal of cover, is so tremendously dif- 
ficult that no very large foree could hope 
to reach the zone at all; certainly not un- 
detected. If the party is reported while on 
the march by villagers, or spotted by our air 
patrols, it is done for. If when it enters the 
zone it runs into even slight opposition, it 
will have little chance of reaching its goal. 

There is, of course, the problem of bom- 
bardment by enemy warships. At either 
end of the canal are well-sited fortifica- 
tions armed with 14 and 16-inch guns. These 
will keep attacking ‘warships at a dis- 
tance, and will certainly be able to prevent 
any bombardment of the locks, since an 
attacking ship within extreme range of 
Gatun locks would be but 24,000 yards from 
the shore batteries, and as a practical mat- 
ter would have to come much closer in to 
register any percentage of hits. 

* * 


The possibility of the canal being dam- 
aged by spies or some other secret means 
must not be forgotten; but the vulnerable 
points are few and well guarded. The popu- 
lation of the adjacent cities is rather mixed 
and contains elements which will bear 
watching. Ships passing through the canal 
are carefully inspected, especially in any 
period of international tension. The meas- 
ures taken for the defense of the canal 
against secret attack may be considered as 
covering all foreseeable possibilities. 

The Canal Zone anti-aircraft artillery 
force is insufficient, since to stop a sur- 
prise air attack what is needed is a tre- 
mendous volume of fire produced very 
quickly; there may be no time to bring re- 
inforcements from the other end of the 
canal. There should be a full regiment of 
anti-aircraft artillery stationed at each end. 

The harbor-defense troops are also in- 
sufficient to provide full manning parties 
for the heavy guns and mines which deny 
the nearby waters to enemy warships, and 
which would, if our fleet were coming 
through the canal, insure its unmolested de- 
ployment into battle formation. 

The mobile ground force (two infantry 
regiments), in view of the necessity of in- 
stantly smothering a surprise attack, should 
have a third regiment. The anti-aircraft 
units are, of course, mobile, and in case of 
a circuitous air attack which seeks to ap- 
proach from the land side, they will take up 
positions already selected. The field artillery 
component ig probably sufficient.

He has asked, however, that the 
price be set, not by the buyer—the 
Tennessee Valley Authority—but 
by a disinterested board.

He has proposed that the price be 
set by the Securities Exchange 
Commission. He has proposed a

It would seem to me that there 
is a patent nullification of the in- 
tent of Congress with regard to 
Government competition, pending 
the inquiry. When the PWA funds 
were voted, the President, through 
Leader Barkley, gave assurances 
that duplication would not be per- 
mitted except where a private util- 
ity refused to accept a “reasonable 
offer.’ 

That was subsequently made to 
depend on the fiat of Secretary 
Ickes, who by means of gifts of 45 
per cent of the cost is, in effect, 
bribing municipalities to accept the 
remaining loans. Even if the ad- 
ministration and allocation of the 
funds were in the hands of more 
judicial-minded individuals, the 
method would have no parallel in 
the practices of labor and semi- 
socialist governments abroad. 

President Roosevelt’s own Com- 
mittee on Reorganization challenged 
this method in their report of Jan. 
8, 1937. “At the same time the in- 
dependent commission is obliged 
to carry on judicial functions un- 
der conditions which threaten the 
impartial performance of that judi- 
cial work.. Pressure and _ influ- 
ences constitute an unwholesome 
atmosphere in which to adjudicate 
private rights. But the mixed du- 
ties of the commissions render es- 
cape from such subversive influ- 
ences impossible.”

Failure of the Melting Pot. 

The Rev. Clark Walker Cum- 
mings, secretary of the Church Fed- 
eration of St. Louis, said he 
thanked God that Americans still 
have a conscience and cannot see 
things occurring in Europe without 
suffering themselves, 

He warned that Communism and 
Fascism develop from unemploy- 
ment, starvation wages and slums 
—like those in St. Louis, the worst 
in the United States.” The United 
States has not been a true melting 
pot, as seen by the division of 
cities into little Italies, little Po- 
lands, ghettoes and “west of the 
tracks and east of the tracks,” he 
asserted. 

“We have not been brothers,” Dr. 
Cummings declared. “We have be- 
littled those of different faith. Tol- 
erance is not enough; we want 
brotherhood. May we so live and 
so put high principles that ‘it will 
not happen here.“ 

The Rev. Dr. W. W. 8 Hohen- 
schild of the Episcopal Church of 
the Holy Communion, chairman of 
the meeting, said conditions in Ger- 
many and Eastern Europe were 
“like a hideous nightmare.”

With the Ford which had been 
brought in to us. we made a few 
trips back to the mission, using the 
native boy for driver. Once we 
stayed for tea and drove the last 
few hours in late afternoon. I had 
a mouthful of cooky when Camp- 
bell yelled, “Hey, Nuts, stop the 
car!” 


Nuts, the driver—Campbell had 
christened him — stopped. Camp- 
bell leaned over and turned the 
searchlight to the right. On a 
hummock 30 feet away stood the 
most beautiful creature I have ever 
seen, He was a tiger of tigers. 
The stripes on his golden-orange 
coat stood out as if they were 
painted. He was all of three feet 
tall at the shoulder, his head was 
proudly erect, his ears were cocked, 
his lower jaw dropped slightly open. 
His face was framed in a ruff that 
matched the whiteness of his mas- 
sive chest. Curiously he stared at 
the white thing that chugged. Over 
his right eye was a circular mark. 

Nuts gurgled. “Rajah Pedapulli!” 
he whispered, 


We gaped. He was so majestic 
and beautiful that we forgot about 
our guns, forgot about everything 
but his beauty, No wonder natives 
thought him ‘a god! We stared 
until one of us moved, striking the 
side of the car. It was not much 
of a sound, but Rajah heard it. He 
turned and disappeared. My mouth 
was still filled with the cooky. 

Two weeks later the Club-Footed 
One struck again. The village was 
in an uproar, and we, the great 
sahibs, were set upon at once. A 
man had been killed, and we had 
better go right away to the place 
where it happened, about two miles 
away, and shoot the tiger. Ner- 
vously, we got our rifles and set 
out with some natives. 

About a mile beyond the village 
we met a group of the dead man’s 
friends, equipped with spears, tom- 
toms, and other no 
struments, They were going to help 
us. .

It was 
our pal, all right. 

The drag was easy to follow. The 
tiger rarely eats his victim where 
he makes the kill, dragging him 
to a secluded spot, and there eat- 
ing as much as he pleases. He 
leaves the remainder, and returns 
to it when he is hungry again.

BOUT 40 feet from the spot 

where the body was found they 

put the cart wheel on four 
stones, forming a roof over a nul- 
lah.

It was now about 10 o’clock in 
the morning. The Club-Footed One, 
defying habit and tradition, had 
struck just after dawn. Our cage 
was a hotbox, and so small that we 
could neither lie full length nor 
sit upright.

For a moment we stared at him, and Rajah, losing interest, went echoing and .reechoing, until ft,

The next day we found male pug 
marks near a spring, and decided 
to sit out over it that night in the 
hope of getting some flashlight pic- 
tures. The Kois generously built 
us machans and gave us two young 
water buffaloes to stake out at each 
end of the spring. When we ar- 
rived for the night’s vigil the ground 
was littered with pug marks, and 
we felt confident of filming some- 
thing when we climbed into our 
trees, 

Campbell was in a tree at one end 
of the spring, near one buffalo or 
boda, and I was about 80 feet away 
at the other end. Spotlights and 
batteries from the Ford were fas- 
tened to each machan.

The nullah was about 50 feet 
wide, and at the point where the 
bodas were staked it formed a 
horseshoe curve, so that an animal, 
approaching from either side, could 
see but one buffalo.
